There  arc  nine  dimes, 
each  with  four  loops.  Two  f  them  arc  engraved  -  one  with  "H" ,  another 
with  "W" ,  all  the  others  arc  inlaid  with  gold.  One  is  inlaid  with  a 
gold  slate  which  is  engraved  "Will  to  Annie";  another  has  an  inlaid  gold 
dove;  another  is  inlaid  with  a  gold  hand  holding  a  gold  letter;  another 
is  inlaid  with  a  gold  dome  and  book;  another  gold  flowers;  another  a 
gold  cupid  with  a  bow;  and  the  seventh  has  a  gold  plate  with  engraved 
ribbon  "Aug  4  Annie  Howard  1884"*  It  definitely  qualifies  as  "unique", 
love  token  jewelry. 

Mr3.  Frank  G-orsuch  of  Baltimore  wrote  about  a  gold  bracelet  which 
once  belonged  to  a  great-aunt.  It  is  in  a  frame  with  other  antique 
jewelry  but  she  did  send  a  description.  There  are  six  2\  gold  pieces 
each  with  four  loops,  each  engraved  with  the  donor's  initials.  Three 
are  on  cither  side  of  a  center  medallion  which  lias  raised  initials 
"J.C-.S."  The  square  gold  clasp__"E.  V.  WALKER'/1 engraved  in  the  center 
and  in  each  corner  an  initial  "I,L,Y,V."  which  meant  "I  Love  You  Varina" 
(her  name.")  From  the  medallion  hangs  a  gold  mortar  and  pestle,  and  end 
to  end  is  a  gold  safety  chain.  In  addition  to  the  monetary  value, 
think  of  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  the  story  behind  it  and  that  it  is 
a  family  heirloom! 

There  arc  fifteen  Love  Pennies  left.  These  arc  1977D  Lincolns 
geld  plated,  holed,  with  a  safety  ring.  Only  100  were  made  by  Don 
Knapp  whose  write-up  is  the  enclosed  Xerox  material.  The  pennies  arc 
01.00  with  SASE.
